Quite A Conference

to save the school,” Dr. Longe­ 
necker said. 
State aid from the Department 
of Public Welfare will be cutoff in 
July for Valley Day School. Dr. 
Longenecker said the law was re­ 
cently changed, making it impos­ 
sible for the welfare department 
o support such a school. 


Went By < 
That was why the Bucks County 
delegation went by car to Harris­ 
burg to iron out matters between 
the two departments — welfare 
and public instruction. 
Under the law, Dr. Longeneck­ 
er said that the new change 
makes the education services of 
handicapped children come under 
the Department 
of Public 
In­ 
struction rather than Welfare. 
The Department of Public In­ 
struction is now in a position, he 
explained, that it cannot purchase 
the private services of a school, 
except for a child who is blind, 
deaf or has cerebral palsy. 


That’s The Hitch 


All teachers in the Pennsbury 
School System will be on scale 
next year under the salary guide 
which was adopted in May of 
1962 and went into effect during 
the 1962-63 school year. 


The guide raised teachers’ sal­ 
aries and made other changes, 
but the maximum raise allowed 
at any one time was $400. This 
meant 
that 
many 
teachers 
were not making what the guide 
indicated they should be making. 


T h e Pennsbury Joint Board 
remedied all this last night with 
its unanimous action. 


Starting Salary 


Under the guide all teachers 
with a bachelors of arts degree 
and without teaching experience 
begin at $4,500 a year. The next 
year the salary goes up to $4,700, 
then to $5,100, and every year 
thereafter the amount is raised 
four and a quarter per cent till 
the maximum is readied after 13 
years. 


A teacher with a masters de­ 
gree operates under the 
same 
scale with an additional IO per 
cent at each step.

Pann, remarking on the refund 
check, said the school district had 
overpaid premiums on its fire in­ 
surance policy and that the Hart­ 
ford firm had made a refund 
through Quinn. 
He also disclosed that the De­ 
partment of Public Instruction 
has checked over the insurance 
policies and that the department 


is in agreement that Quinn has 
turned over the proper amounts 
to the school board.” 
“Clean Bill Of Health” 
Pann said that the school dis­ 
trict’s insurance broker of record 
"has been given a clean bill of 
health.” 
The insurance controversy was 
ignited by McGrath last Febru­ 
ary when he first pushed for 
Quinn’s ouster. 
In April, McGrath charged that 
the township "lost about $35,000 
since 1960” in insurance premiums 
According to Thomas Rooney, in­

The boards 
have asked the commissioners to 
re-institute the inoculation pro­ 
gram in the schools. 
Andrews said that the would 
ask Dr. Meyer, health director, 
to reevaluate the situation. 
"If there is any doubt or ques­ 
tion whether the polio clinics are 
doing the job,” Andrews said, "I 
think the school program should 
be re-adopted.” Boyer said that 
he would support Andrew’s mo­ 
tion. 
Bodley said that he would con­ 
tinue to give Dr. Meyer his vote 
of confidence. He said that Isaac 
Ben Ezra, chairman of the Low­ 
er Bucks County Committee for 
I tie Prevention of Polio, was "not 
telling the schools the w h o l e 
•tory. They (the school board) 
don’t have the opportunity to eval­ 
uate the county program,” Bod- 
ey said. "However I feel that 
they are acting in good faith.”
